How great men will differ upon great 


queetioDB was never better illuetrated 
than by two articles in the Chronicle of 
the 6th instant. The first and most impor- 
tant was beaded "Troops Not Keedtd," 
and Bet lorth a verbatim copy of a tele- 
gram of considerable length Bent by John 
P. Altgeld, by grace of the Democratic 
party Governor of Illinois, to His Ex- 
cellency Grover Cleveland, by 
the 


same grace Preaideut of the United 
States. The telegram was a strongly 
worded protest against the order of th e 
President calling out tho United States 
troops to preserve order, suppress riot-

Chicago. 


This act of tho President in calling 


out tbe federal troops Altgeld etrongly 
condemns, and to put it in his own 
language, tbe act of calling out the 
troops by tbe President "not only in- 
Bulte tbe people of tine state (Illi- 
nois) by imputing to them inability to 
govern tbeinaelTOS, or unwillincncaB to 
enforce the law, but is a violation of the 
the baeicprinciplesol our government." 
AH this telegram was written and ficnt 
at a time when neither life nor property 
were eafe in the city of Chicago, but 
both were being ruthlessly dee'-royed1, it 
is needless to add that the President 
emphatically denied the force of the ar- 
gument advanced by the auar chit tic 
Governor.

THE GOVERNMENT'S POSITION. 


It looks very much as though Attor- 


ney General Olney had strained tlic law 
n order to make a ruling satisfactory to 
litnaeU or his superior ir. regard to what 
institutes a mail train. He lias, at any 
rate, placed the government in a poai- 
ion which has made this great contort 
between capital and labor infinitely 
more difficult of solution. 


It appears to TUB KEPUHUCAN* to be 


ibeurd that the government should have 
anything to say about what should con- 
stitute a mail train. Tiic only legiti- 
mate function of the government in this 
case, OB we understand it, is to gee that 
,he mails are carried. 
H is rerlni 


no nffair of government whether couches 
of any kind are carried with the miiija. 
Its business, and its only legitimate 
)UBinesB, is to eee that the mails are i 
ried, and to protect them, regardless of 
the character of the coaches which may 
make 
up 
the 
trains, 
from 
any 


nterference. The government has no 
more right to say that the coachei 
which usually make up a mail train 
ahull now constitute such a train than 
it haa to order the railroad companies to 
lay off the Pullman coaches. The ques- 
tion as to what should constitute a train 
ia one to be decided alone by the rail- 
road companies with reference to their 
ability to secure men to run tbem. The 
government's func ion should begin and 
end with enforcing the order that trains 
carrying the mails must run, and that 
property 
be 
protected 
and 
the 


public peace preserved. 


This view of the case is taken with 


the understanding, of course, that there 
is no law by which arbitration can be 
compelled. The claim ia now made 
that a law was enacted in 1888 provid- 
ing for a commission of arbitration in 
cases of this kind. If this is tho eaec 
the administration lias signally and 
shamefully failed in ita duty in not put- 
ting such law promptly in opcratioa. 


In regard to the action of the govern- 


ment in taking measures to put down 
violence and disorder, it must lm"C the 
support of all reasonable and loyal citi- 
zens. To talk about opposing the de- 
cision of the government is not only 
folly, but it is treason. The govern- 
ment has acted none too promptly nor 
ipparently with more vigor than tho 
situation demands. 
Riots cannot be 


quelled by inaction nor by half-way 
measures, but to the contrary when the 
necessity arisen the more prompt and 
determined the action the sooner tho 
trouble will be over. The public peace 
inuat be preserved at all hazards. 


The time and the place to correct mis 


takes and right wrongs is at the uallo 
box. If they cannot ho' corrected there 
in a government which affords the op* 
portunity to change its policy once in 
four years, they cannot be corrected at 
all. Should tho people tear down a gov- 
ernment of their own creation, what as- 
surance is there that they would eet up 
a tetter one? None whatever. A re- 
publican form of government ia what 
the people make it with their right of 
franchise-, when there is sufficient hon- 
enty, virtue and justice in that fran- 
chise, we will have a government cor- 
reBpoodioRly honwt, virtuous and just.

riet about 1000 caraof green fruit, upon 
•Inch we paid tho corporate octopue 
ie outrageous rate of $500 per car, 
Hiking about $500,000 for them on one 
ingle article. But when the season 
•as over and our returns came in, wo 
ound tliat in the aggregate not a singly 
ollar camo back as pro lit, and many of 
s were charged with balance on freight.,, 
'he gang at the corner of Fourth and 
'ownsend streets 6wallowed it all. They, 
re over ready and willing to cut down; 
lie wuirus of their employes, but never 
eady lo cut down their extortionate 
rcight raten that are destroying the 
rosperity of the coast. 
Far better had our crops rot on tlie 
round than give them to this corpora- 
ion. But there ia no need to let any of 
liem rot. Such as cannot be dried 
with profit can be fed to our own four- 
ooted hogs, and will always pay a 
rolit. It was upon this subject I wrote 
Ir. lluntington lust March, begging 
nd pleading for mercy, justice and fair 
luating toward tlie people of this valley, 
vho had paid millions into his uockels. 
ie replied at some length, making bis 
usual "poor mouth," and tolling me 
hat as yet hi had made no money on 
he Southern Pacific, but hoped to at 
onto future day.

Tlio 
court room \vna crowded and amoiiK tli 
niulieucu was a well-known minister ol 
(he tsospel who luul 8>vcn tho devil 
breathing spell while he took in tho do- 
tails ol the big sensation. It wns a day 
ot sensations and surprises nil through. 
More progress was made than at any 
day, since the opening ol the ease, which 
will probably last lour days longer. 


Mr. Short opened the case for the do- 


tense in the case ot the people vs. W. A. 
Sanders hy Baying that there were cer- 
tain documents adduced before tho 
court relating to tbo trade or transac- 
tion at the \Vootton ranch, in relation 
to whttt was done ou the 30th and 31st 
oi January and the 1st ol February, 
with tho understanding that they should 
he connected with the defendant. He 
asked that all testimony in relation to 
such matters be struck out, on the 
ground that the prosecution had tailed 
to show that they are competent or rele- 
vant.
